Kelly seeks 
updated

Mayor Peter Kelly says if the 
province has updated numbers on 
the proposed downtown conven¬ 
tion centre, it should turn them 
over to its partners. 

As of late Thursday, Kelly said 
the municipality hadn’t received 
any information on the new cost. 

“I’m not aware of these new 
numbers at this time,” Kelly said.

Metro Halifax reported on Thurs¬ 
day the province has received an 
updated price tag for the conven¬ 
tion centre project. 

A source told Metro the cost has 
gone up, but it isn’t known by how 
much.

Kelly said any increase in the 
cost of the project would have to 
be approved by Halifax regional 
council before matters can proceed. 
How that goes, according to Kelly, 
depends on what the ask is. 

“If there is a substantial increase, 
that might be a whole different dis¬ 
cus sion than if it’s a minor 
increase,” said Kelly. “(But) I am not 
aware of any specific amount of

Quebec shipyard makes 
last-minute contract bid 

O Federal government wants to have its two shipyards picked by fall 
O Two major contracts up for grabs — one for $25B, other for $8B 


A beleaguered Quebec ship¬ 
yard will find out soon if 
bureaucrats are going to 
greenlight its eleventh- 
hour bid for a lucrative con¬ 
tract to build the next 
generation of warships and 
coast guard vessels. 

Senior officials from the 
National Shipbuilding Pro¬ 
curement Strategy Secre¬ 
tariat say they’ll decide in 
the days ahead if Davie 
Yards is fit to be vying for 
work that’s worth billions 
of dollars. 

The shipbuilder from 
Levis, Que., put in its pitch 


for the work on Thursday 
morning, a scant few hours 
before the deadline. Two 


other short-listed compa¬ 
nies — Halifax’s Irving 
Shipbuilding and Vancou¬ 
ver Shipyards — also sub¬ 
mitted bids. 

Bureaucrats say they’ll 


decide soon if Davie quali¬ 
fies as an eligible bidder. It 
has been in creditor protec¬ 


tion since February 2010. 

If it does, the company’s 
pitch will be considered 
along with proposals from 
Irving Shipbuilding and 
Seaspan Marine. 


The shipbuilding deals 
have been the focus of 
heavy lobbying by the pre¬ 
miers of British Columbia 
and Nova Scotia. In recent 
months, B.C. Premier 
Christy Clark and Nova Sco¬ 
tia Premier Darrell Dexter 
have made trips to Ottawa 
to talk shipbuilding with 
the prime minister. 

Dexter reiterated his be¬ 
lief that Halifax’s Irving 
yard — builder of the 
navy’s current fleet of 
frigates — would be the 
best choice to tackle the 
new ships.THE Canadian press 


Economic 
challenges 
facing N.S., 
says Dexter 

Premier Darrell Dexter 
touted Nova Scotia’s eco¬ 
nomic performance to his 
counterparts at the Coun¬ 
cil of the Federation meet¬ 
ings in Vancouver on 
Thursday. 

Dexter said the first day 
of meetings included an 
interesting update on how 
each province and territo¬ 
ry is performing economi¬ 
cally. While he 
acknowledged significant 
hurdles ahead for the 
province, he pointed out 
Nova Scotia’s GDP grew by 
2.1 per cent last year. 

“(2010) was our best 
year since 2002,” said Dex¬ 
ter. “We are back from 
where we were after Octo¬ 
ber 2008, but (there are) 
still going to be significant 
challenges ahead for us.” 

Some of those 
significant challenges are 
already here.

The dramatic fall from 
grace of a once-rising star in

fine and a symbolic repri¬ 
mand.

Brig.-Gen. Daniel Menard 
had already gone from be¬ 
ing a prominent military 
commander, to an unem¬ 
ployed civilian fighting to 
keep his family and rebuild 
his tattered reputation. 

It unravelled following 
an affair with a subordi¬ 
nate, a fling that began in 
Canada and continued in 
the makeshift military liv¬ 
ing quarters in the dusty 
confines of Kandahar. 

Menard pleaded guilty 
Thursday before a military

Federal officials have 
released the names of 30 
suspected war criminals 
they say entered the coun¬ 
try illegally.

Ping! Sounds 
like a scandal 

O Scotland Yard to probe claim Murdoch’s reporters 
paid police to ping — or track — cellphone signals 


Embattled media mogul 
Rupert Murdoch must lis¬ 
ten to a new noise in the 
already deafening phone- 
haclcing scandal: 

Pinging. 

Scotland Yard was asked 
Thursday to look into 
claims that reporters at 
Murdoch’s News of the 
World paid officers to ob¬ 
tain people’s locations by 
pinging — tracking their 
cellphone signals. 

The practice is known 
as pinging because of the 
way cellphone signals 
bounce or “ping” off relay 
towers. 

Jenny Jones, a Green 
Party member of the Met¬ 
ropolitan Police Authority, 
cited claims that reporters

London’s Metropolitan 
Police says it’s assign¬ 
ing 15 more officers to 
help the 45 already 
involved in the phone¬ 
hacking investigation. 

at the now-defunct tabloid 
were able to trace mobile 
phones in return for pay¬ 
ments to corrupt police of¬ 
ficers. 

Sean Hoare, a former 
News of the World re¬ 
porter, said officers were 
paid nearly $500 per trace. 

Hoare was found dead 
Monday at his home near 
London. Police say the 


death is not suspicious. 

Pinging joins a host of 
alleged media misdeeds 
being put under the micro¬ 
scope as police, politicians 
and the public weigh alle¬ 
gations that News of the 
World journalists engaged 
in years of lawless behav¬ 
iour to get scoops. 

The crisis has shaken 
Murdoch’s media empire 
and has led to resignations 
of two of Scotland Yard’s 
most senior officers. 

British politicians have 
felt the heat too, with the 
country’s top two party 
leaders falling over each 
other to distance them¬ 
selves from papers they 
once courted assiduously.

O Darkness robbed almost all views 
of shuttle approaching for last time, 
making it more of NASA family affair 


Atlantis and four astronauts 
returned from the Interna¬ 
tional Space Station in tri¬ 
umph Thursday, bringing 
an end to NASA’s 30-year 
shuttle journey with one 
last, rousing touchdown 
that drew cheers and tears. 

Thousands gathered 
near the landing strip and 
packed Kennedy Space Cen¬ 
ter, and countless others 
watched from afar, as 
NASA’s longest-running 
spaceflight program came 
to a close. 

“After serving the world 
for over 30 years, the space 
shuttle’s earned its place in 
history. And it’s come to a 
final stop,” commander 
Christopher Ferguson ra¬ 


dioed after a ghostlike At¬ 
lantis glided through the 
twilight. 

“Job well done, Ameri¬ 
ca,” replied Mission Con¬ 
trol. 

With the space shuttles 
retiring to museums, it will 
be another three to five 
years at best before Ameri¬ 
cans are launched again 
from U.S. soil, as private 
companies gear up to seize 
the Earth-to-orbit-and-baclc 
baton from NASA. 

The long-term future for 
American space explo¬ 
ration is just as hazy, a huge 
concern for many at NASA 
and all those losing their 
jobs because of the shuttle’s

A Russian Soyuz will car¬ 
ry Canadian astronaut 
Chris Hadfield to the orbit¬ 
ing space lab in 2012 and 
all flights to the space sta¬ 
tion during the next few 
years will be through the

NASA seeks space taxis 


How America gets people 
and stuff into orbit is 
about to be outsourced in 
an out-of-this-world way. 

With the space shuttle’s 
retirement Thursday, no 
longer will flying people 
and cargo up to the Inter¬ 
national Space Station be a 
government program 
where costs balloon. NASA 
is turning to private indus¬ 
try with fixed prices, con¬ 
tracts and profit margins. 
The space agency will be 
the customer, not the boss. 


At least when it comes 
to the routine part of go¬ 
ing to and from the space 
station, NASA hopes to re¬ 
ly on companies that will 
be the space version of 
FedEx and Yellow Cab. 

The company that has 
been leading the commer¬ 
cial space race is hoping to 
launch its privately built 
rocket and capsule to the 
space station late this year. 
It won’t carry astronauts, 
but if all goes well the un¬ 
manned ship will dock 


with the station and deliv¬ 
er food, water and cloth¬ 
ing. And its major private 
cargo competitor may only 
be a month or two on its 
heels. 

Getting people to orbit 
on a new American ship is 
a different story. Some am¬ 
bitious companies hope to 
launch astronauts that 
way in three years, maybe 
four. Until then, the Rus¬ 
sians will fly astronauts on 
a pay-for-play basis.

O Housing may slow to rate not seen in about 15 years 
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Loonie at 
3.5 year 
high 

The Canadian dollar 
surged to a three-and- 
a-half year high Thurs¬ 
day as the Bank of 
Canada prepares mar¬ 
kets for an eventual 
hike in interest rates. 
Investors are diversify¬ 
ing holdings into the 
loonie. The currency 
was up 0.43 of a cent to 
105.98 cents US, its 
highest level since No¬ 
vember 2007. The dol¬ 
lar surged more than 
1.66 cents US since 
Tuesday. Analysts say 
the loonie is benefiting 
from government debt 
in Europe and the U.S. 
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The time may be right for 
Canadian homeowners to 
consider selling as industry 
experts forecast that prices 
should soon hit a peak and 
at best flatten over the next 
few years. 

The Royal Bank forecast 
Thursday that the Canadian 
market will return to a peri¬ 
od of much slower sales 
and pricing growth. 

“Going forward, the 
housing market will look 
much like the second half 
of 1990s, with minimum 


growth in resales and mini¬ 
mum growth if any in 
terms of pricing,” said sen¬ 
ior economist Robert 
Hogue. 

In its housing market 
outlook report, the bank 
forecast that home resales 
will grow by 0.9 per cent 
this year and remain un¬ 
changed in 2012, while 
home prices will increase 
by 4.4 per cent this year and 
a slight 0.4 per cent in 2012. 

That would mark a mod¬ 
eration or cooling off from 


strong growth enjoyed be¬ 
tween 2002 and 2008. 

That period was followed 
by volatility caused by the 
global recession and domes¬ 
tic policy changes — such 
as a sharp drop in interest 
rates, three rounds of mort¬ 
gage rule changes and the 
introduction of the HST in 
Ontario and British Colum¬ 
bia. “We are taking a more 
sanguine view on the econ¬ 
omy than other analysts 
out there,” Hogue noted.

Chrysler repays final loan

O Federal and Ontario governments 
now out of the auto business 


The federal and Ontario 
governments have sold 
their remaining stakes in 
automaker Chiysler to its 
parent company Italian car 
producer Fiat for US$140 
million. 

The sale, announced yes¬ 
terday, is essentially the fi¬ 
nal repayment of Canadian 
government loans to the 
automaker two years ago as 
part of a $ 1.7-billion bailout 
to help the Detroit compa¬ 
ny survive the North Ameri¬ 
can auto sector’s worst 
downturn ever. 

The two Canadian gov¬ 
ernments received about a 
1.7 per cent stake in 
Chrysler when they initially 
made the loans, as part of a 
wider bailout led by the 
United States government. 

The help for Chiysler, 
and an even larger financial 
package for industry giant 
General Motors Corp. by 


the three governments, 
saved both North American 
carmakers and their Cana¬ 
dian operations from col¬ 
lapse. 

Chiysler and GM 
slimmed down their opera¬ 
tions and cut plants and 
thousands of jobs in both 
countries to become more 
competitive. 

However, Ottawa and 
Ontario estimate that 
52,000 Canadian jobs were 
protected by government 
help. 

Federal Finance Minister 
Jim Flaherty said the sale 
marks an important step in 
the turnaround of the U.S.- 
based car maker. 

Chiysler Canada, based 
in Windsor, Ont., employs 
more than 8,000 people 
and has assembly plants in 
Windsor and Brampton, 
northwest of Toronto.

MUSLIMS. Attitudes 
toward Muslims have 
become slightly more 
positive in the United 
States, Britain, France, 
Germany and Russia 
compared with five 
years ago, though nega¬ 
tive views between 
Muslim countries and 
the West persist on 
both sides, a Pew Cen¬ 
ter survey found. 

The survey, by Pew’s 
Global Attitudes 
Project, found 
majorities of Muslims 
surveyed in five of six 
Muslim-dominant coun¬ 
tries and the 
Palestinian territories 
described non-Muslim 
Westerners as selfish 
and greedy. 

In all of the six West¬ 
ern countries surveyed, 
less than 30 per cent of 
non-Muslims said they 
consider Muslims 
respectful of women. 

Ten years after the 
Sept. 11, 2001, attacks 
against the World Trade 
Centre in the United 
States, Muslims in the 
Middle East and Asia 
and non-Muslims both 
have concern about Is¬ 
lamic extremism.

Old-fashioned action 

O Richard Crouse and Mark Breslin agree that Captain America is more of an 
action flick than another superhero movie O But it has flaws, like sloppy CGI 



Richard Crouse: Mark, I 
went into this with low ex¬ 
pectations. I’m kind of su- 
perheroed out these days, 
but I was pleasantly sur¬ 
prised. It’s a bit long, but it 
doesn’t feel like the other 
hero movies we’ve seen re¬ 
cently. The hipness of Iron 
Man is absent, the jokey 
feel of Thor is gone. In¬ 
stead, this is an old-fash¬ 
ioned action adventure 
movie with extraordinaiy 
poets at the heart of it. 
What did you think? 

Mark Breslin: I’m super- 
heroed out as well but this 
guy’s no superhero: he’s 
an enhanced mesomorph 
with a magic ffisbee! The 
movie works as an action 
flick, but it’s missing the 
irony of the source materi¬ 


al. Is America so desperate 
to believe in its military 
that it has to go back to 
“the last good war” to feel 
good about itself? And I 
have other complaints too, 
like the sloppy CGI. In the 
beginning, Chris Evans as 
a 99-pound weakling 
looked like a bad photo- 
shopped pic from 2003. 

RC: I liked its lack of irony. 
Perhaps part of the appeal 
is that in the complicated 
times we live in it’s refresh¬ 
ing to see a movie that 
harkens back to a simpler 
time when the enemy was 
easily identifiable and a 
strong guy with a colourful 
shield and plenty of heart 
could be a hero. The pre¬ 
mesomorph Evans may 
have been a bit sloppy CGI- 


wise, but you have to ad¬ 
mit, Red Skull’s lack of 
identifiable facial features 
was a nice villainous touch. 

MB: It may say too much 
about me that I always en¬ 
joy the villain rather than 
the hero. And Hugo Weav¬ 
ing was very good indeed, 
especially with his red 
skull. And Tommy Lee 
Jones always brings his 
game to a movie, even if 
the role was rote. Same 
with Stanley Tucci and To¬ 
by Young. The satiric USO 
tour sequence was fun. 
And I liked the way the 
movie ended. See, 
Richard? I can find the 
good in anything, even jin¬ 
goistic propaganda. 

RC: I know it’s jingoistic 


propaganda, but it’s 1940s 
jingoistic propaganda! I 
liked the way the movie 
paid tribute to the rah-rah 
movies of WWII and B 
movies of the period. The 
bad guys are really bad, 
but never fear! The good 
guys are better. Where else 
are you going to see giant 
bombs, each labeled for 
extra evil effect with the 
name of the city they are 
meant to destroy? 

MB: The labeling of the 
bombs was exactly what I 
wanted more of! I would 
forgive this movie its flaws 
if its strengths were 
greater. But it’s mostly de¬ 
rivative stoiytelling, chop¬ 
py editing and 

unmemorable dialogue. 
Good action, though.

Friends with Benefits

In the inevitable compari¬ 
son between Friends with 
Benefits and January’s No 
Strings Attached, the new¬ 


er film, starring Justin 
Timberlake and Mila Ku¬ 
nis, comes out on top. The 
comedy is sharper, the 
pace brisker, and while 
Timberlake is alarmingly 
limited as an actor, he’s 
vastly preferable to Ash¬ 
ton Kutcher in No Strings 
Attached. Kunis does the 


heavy lifting to make up 
for her partner’s bland¬ 
ness, and she nearly runs 
away with the movie. The 
only real fault is an emo¬ 
tional storyline about Tim¬ 
berlake’s character’s 
father and Alzheimer’s,

O Eldest son of Bob Marley uses new album to both embrace and push away from family legacy

Ziggy Marley is proudly 
carrying on his father’s 
musical legacy, but he 
wants to remind reggae 
lovers of their differences. 

In a new album, the 42- 
year-old eldest son of Bob 
Marley reflects on lessons 
learned from his dad, who 
died at age 36 from cancer. 

On the tune The Roads 
Less Travelled, he sings 
about his father’s woman¬ 
izing ways and inability to 
shed “yes men” in success: 
“My daddy had a lot of 
women, and my mama 
had a lot of grief. The bre- 
drens (friends) that sur¬ 
rounded him became the 
enemies.” 

Marley said in an inter¬ 
view that while he’s happy 
to expand his and his fami¬ 
ly’s brand — whether with 
a Marijuana Man comic 
book or a Marley’s Mellow 
Mood “relaxation drink” 
— he’s kept his circle of 
friends small and purpose¬ 
fully avoided accumulat¬ 
ing any sort of entourage. 

“I’d rather be by myself 
really than have like a mil¬ 
lion posse around me,” 
Marley said in an inter¬ 


view at his Los Angeles 
home. “Some of them you 
don’t even know what’s in 
their hearts. You don’t 
know who you can trust. 

“That’s why I sing that 
song, because I learned 
from what I saw as a child 
and decided that I would 
take another way,” added 
Marley, who was just 12 
when his father died. 

“My father, we bumped 
heads when I was younger, 
much younger.... I had dif¬ 


ferent ideas that I shared 
with him. He didn’t like 
them as much. He gets up¬ 
set or whatever. I guess I 
had a strong opinion from 
when I was a little boy, you 
know.” 

Marley’s fourth solo stu¬ 
dio album, Wild and Free, 
also includes a song 
obliquely about leaving be¬ 
hind his birthplace of Ja¬ 
maica, titled Get Out of 
Town. 

The five-time Grammy 


winner now lives primari¬ 
ly in Miami. 

“He’s from the country 
and I was born in the 
town. One day I told him 
that. I don’t want to be a 
country boy,” Marley said 
of his father. “He was up¬ 
set with those things. And 
then another time it was 
about dreadlocks. I said to 
him, ‘You cannot have 
dreadlocks. You can be 
dread in your heart.’ He 
was very upset. Each fa-

ther want their sons to be 
just like them really.” 

But now that Marley — 
who does sport dreadlocks 
— has matured, his 
singing voice and his take 
on reggae music is ar¬ 
guably more evocative of 
Bob than others in his fa¬ 
mously musical family. 

“If it wasn’t natural to 
be like him, it wouldn’t 
happen. But since it natu¬ 
rally evolved to have a lot 
of the ideas and traits of 
my father, then that’s 
fine,” he said. 

Like his father, Marley 
couches some downbeat 
themes in sunny-sounding 
tunes. 

“Welcome to the world. 
I can’t promise it’s a good 
place,” he sings to his chil¬ 
dren in one song.

Vince Neil: Motley Crue’s rockin’ roller coaster 
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METRO WORLD NEWS IN BOSTON 

Vince Neil is not a man of 
many words. This isn’t sur¬ 
prising, considering that 
most of the words he sings 
with Motley Crue were 
written by Niklci Sixx any¬ 
way. We spoke with Neil 
from his tour bus in Tampa. 

I’ve read that you guys have 
something called a drum 
roller coaster on this tour. 

How has that been working? 

Oh it’s great. I mean, peo¬ 
ple are loving it. It’s obvi¬ 
ously something different. 

When you’re rehearsing for 
the tour, at what point does 
something like a drum roller 
coaster come into the 
picture? 

At the very end.... Our veiy 
first U.S. show was Dallas, 
so we set up in the place 
where we were playing for 


like three days, then re¬ 
hearsed the new set. 

We did pyro, the roller 
coaster and then every¬ 
thing else. 

On this tour, you let fans se¬ 
lect the set lists. Any surpris¬ 
es? 

No. I mean, a lot of the 
songs we knew were 
gonna be on there, obvi¬ 
ously like Girls, Girls, Girls 
and Wild Side and (Dr.) 
Feelgood and Home Sweet 
Home. ... But some of 
them, like Smokin’ in the 
Boys Room was a big fan 
favourite. 

We hadn’t played that 
in a long time. And then 
Too Young To Fall In Love, 
which we hadn’t played in 
like 20 years. 

Is that because you reached 
an age where you weren’t too 
young to fall in love? 

Well, that song was writ¬ 
ten 25 years ago. (Laughs) 
It’s just a song, man. 


Nikki wrote a lot of the 
songs. When you sing those 
words after all these years 
do you get something new 
out of it? 

Well, no. I mean, I’m per¬ 
forming. I’m not acting 
out those words, I’m 
singing a song. ... That’s 
all. 

Has life on the road slowed 
down over the years, or is it 


still like the Crue bio, The 
Dirt: Confessions of the 
World’s Most Notorious 
Rock Band? 

Well, we were a young 
band. We’ve been togeth¬ 
er for 30 years now, you 
know. ... We’re not drug 
addicts like we were. 
There are things that you 
do when you’re 20 years 
old you don’t do when 
you’re 50. 


You’re touring with Poison 
and the New York Dolls. The 
first incarnation of the Dolls 
had imploded by the time the 
Crue first came out. Tell me 
how they influenced you. 

If you read any of our early 
bios, the New York Dolls 
were one of our influences 
for Motley Crue. The style, 
not only fashion style, but 
the song style. If you listen 
to a lot of stuff on the first 
record, you can hear some 
Dolls in there. 

We love those kind of 
bands, like the Sweet, that 
kind of glam, that’s what 
we kind of fashioned our¬ 
selves as. 

Are there any collaborations 
on this tour where you guys 
are sharing the stage with 
Poison or with the Dolls? 

No, no. We do our set, you 
know. This isn’t a jam ses¬ 
sion. We have a lot of pyro 
and a lot of visual stuff. We 
do our job, they do their 
jobs.

All Michael Buble wants for 
Christmas is Shania Twain 
— and it looks like his wish 
has been granted. 

In a live video chat with 
fans this week, Buble re¬ 
vealed that he’s been 
recording a Christmas al¬ 
bum and he’s already done 
a splashy duet with his fel¬ 
low Canuck pop star. 

“There’s a couple duets 
that I really like, one with 
Shania Twain, which is real¬ 
ly fantastic,” Buble said in a 
video streamed from the 
historic Capitol Studios in 
Los Angeles. 

“White Christmas, we 
did. We did it bouncy. I was 
inspired by Home Alone, 
the Drifters.” 

The Burnaby, B.C., native 
said that the record would 


be helmed by Canadian 
producers David Foster and 
Bob Rock. 

And while he hasn’t fi¬ 
nalized the track list yet, he 
says he’s also recorded Jin¬ 
gle Bells with the U.K. 
swing trio the Puppini Sis¬ 
ters, as well as versions of 
Blue Christmas, Mariah 
Carey’s All I Want For 
Christmas is You and an 
original track co-penned 
with musical director Alan 
Chang. 

Though Buble didn’t in¬ 
dicate when the Christmas 
record would be released, 
his enthusiasm for the proj¬ 


ect was obvious. 

“I wanted to make the 
quintessential Christmas 
record,” said the three-time 
Grammy winner. 

“I wanted to make a 
record that would outlive 
me, and I wanted to do for 
people what Bing Crosby 
did for me. He introduced 
me to the world of jazz and 
melody. 

“And I didn’t want to be 
hip or edgy. I just wanted to 
make a really sweet Christ¬ 
mas record that kids can 
grow up with.” 

Although the 35-year-old 
issued a Christmas EP in 


2003 called Let it Snow, he 
dismissed that project now 
and said this was the holi¬ 
day-themed record he had 
been waiting to make. 

“I wanted to record this 
album from the start. The 
truth is, the only reason I 
didn’t do it is because I felt 
like I had to establish my¬ 
self more as an artist before 
I gave myself the opportu¬ 
nity to put out a Christmas 
record,” he said. 

“We did an EP years and 
years ago, it was six songs, 
but that wasn’t mine. I was 
just a kid, and I sort of just 
sang on it. And even the 
arrangements weren’t 
mine. ... I didn’t have my 
imprint on it except for the 
voice.”

And despite its bleak 
tone, Sapphire says The Kid 
isn’t a dark novel — it’s just 
a tougher one. 

“It’s just a much harder 
novel,” she claims. “I feel 
like a lot of people thought 
she’d get the right medica¬ 
tion and live. But because 
I’m a writer who adheres to 
social realism, you know 
women like Precious don’t 
have that outcome. So I 
took the heaviest parts of 
what is happening with 
families who are devastated 
by AIDS and poverty and 
put it on the shoulders of 
Abdul.”

In his new young adult nov¬ 
el, Miss Peregrine’s Home 
for Peculiar Children, Ran¬ 
som Riggs brews a cauldron 
of time-tested creep factors. 

The story takes place on 
an all but abandoned island 
off the coast of Wales, 
where 16-year-old Jacob ar¬ 
rives after losing his grand¬ 
father in an accident. 

Thankfully, there’s a 
creaky old shuttered or¬ 
phanage to keep him busy 
The tale is accompanied 
by vintage photographs 
that inspired the orphan¬ 
age’s otherworldly inhabi¬ 
tants. 

“I was sort of an amateur 
collector of antique snap¬ 
shots, and I started to get 
this little stash of peculiar 
photos of kids from a long 
time ago. At some point I 
had to say, ‘Who are these 
kids?”’ Riggs explains. 

As much as we’re 
freaked out by glassy-eyed 
children in Victorian cloth¬ 
ing, we caught up with the 
author to find out more. 

Wait — Ransom Riggs. It just 
looks too good on the cover. 

Is that your real name? 

It was a liability as a child, 
but yes, it’s my given name. 

What kind of photo inspired a 
character? 

There just has to be some¬ 
thing I didn’t expect, some¬ 
thing creepy in a certain 
way If I’m looking for 


something very specific, I’ll 
never find it. But some¬ 
times I’ll just be flipping 
through a pile and think 
‘Oh! That girl has a snake 
around her neck.’ 

How did you like writing for a 
younger audience? 

I didn’t think much about it 
— it was kind of in the back 
of my mind that this was 
for young adults. When I 
was that age, I could smell 
from a mile away if they 
were writing down to me. 
That’s the thing about kids. 
That, and if they’re enthusi-

Lauren Ambrose is ex¬ 
plaining what happens on 
Torchwood: Miracle Day, 
her new Starz sci-fi series. 
Let’s listen: 

“An unnatural global 
phenomenon takes place 
where nobody is dying 
anymore. Our show ex¬ 
plores the repercussions 
throughout the world. And 
I play the person who’s 
there to sell it!” She beams. 

“This is a vicious and 
ambitious person — a new 
kind of role for me!” 

Indeed. As glossy, calcu¬ 
lating PR pro Jilly 
Kitzinger, the 33-year-old 
Ambrose is making a 
colourful addition to the 
list of characters she has 
played since her acting ca¬ 
reer began two decades 
ago. With Jilly, she leaves 
behind forever the role for 
which she is most widely 
known, that of Claire Fish¬ 
er, the hearse-driving, tor¬ 
mented teen on the HBO 
funeral-home drama, Six 
Feet Under. 

And, no, the irony is not 
lost on her: how she 
starred, before, in a series 
about dying, and now she’s 
in a series where people 
can’t die. 

Torchwood: Miracle 


Day, which airs its third 
episode on Friday at 10 
p.m. ET, is a spinoff of the 
much-adored Torchwood, 
a British series that told of 
the Torchwood Institute, a 
mysterious organization 
dedicated to fighting the 
world’s strangest, most 
sinister menaces. But 


Torchwood was shut 
down. 

Then, at the beginning 
of this new series, a mo¬ 
ment arrived on planet 
Earth when the dying 
stopped. The first instance: 
Oswald Danes (played by 
Bill Pullman), a murderous 
pedophile who proved im¬ 
possible to execute. They 
couldn’t kill him, so they 
set him free. 

Lofted by the twisted 
logic of the modern media 
age, Danes was trans¬ 
formed into something of 
a rock star in the public’s 
esteem. His image was re¬ 
vamped, in part, by Jilly 
Kitzinger, who called her¬ 
self “something of a talent 
spotter” when she first ap-

Although the prize 
purse always approaches 
six figures, things got more 
interesting last year when 
the tour made the IWK 250 
count toward the points 
standings for the first time. 
Previously, drivers received 
a set number of points just 
for showing up.
